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France Must Keep Armies, Says Premier Briand

Premier Declares That 
French Army Has Pre- 
vented Three or Four 
Wars Since Armistice. 


FRANCE NOT ASKING

‘ Washington, November 18.—War 
vould have broken out in Europe three 
or four times since the signing of the 
armistice had it not been for the 
French army, Premier Briand declared 
today in conversation with American 
newspaper correspondents. 

‘The French premier was discussing 
his forthcoming speech Monday before 
the third plenary session, of the arms 
conference, which, he said, would not 
be an oration but rather an explana- 
tion. 

“IT shall ask the American people,” 
said he, “to place themselves in the 
position of the French peonle for 
three-quarters of an hour and survey

e& Must Be Secure.

“France does not want a large army 
any more than you do. We wish it 
were possible te reduce it below the 
minimum that we now have in mind, 
but we must, as we are alone, secure 
ourselves. France is not asking for 
uny guarantees, she is not asking for 
anything. If it were possible for 
Great Britain, the United States and 
Italy to say ‘if you are attacked we 
will be with you,’ then it would be 
possible for us to disarm. But if 
you simply say ‘do not be afraid; 
tranquilize. yourselves; no one is going 
to attack you,’ that is not sufficient. 

“There is the Russian army of one 
million and a half. You may say ‘why 
do you mention that; Russia_is not 
attacking you.’ Poland is the only 
barrier. If France had not had a 
strong army last year the _ barrier 
would have fallen. The soviet troops 
would have been in Germany. There 
would have been anarchy in central 
Europe. No; we must have an army 
to secure ourselyes and maintain or. 
der.”’ 

M. Briand turned to other subjects. 

Submarine Views. 

“We cannot look upon the subma- 
rine question in the same way as Mr. 
Balfour,” he continued. “France must 
defend herself on three seas and we 


have possessions remote from our 
country. Mr. Balfour said nothing 


respecting maintaining communica- 
tions that would not apply to us. 
France abandohed her’ construction 
program of 1912 when the war came 
on, and nearly all of our light vessels 
were destroyed during the war. They 
ave not been replaced. The French 
navy of today cannot be taken as a 
proportional standard.” 

The French prime minister did not 
go further on the submarine question 
although he was pressed with ques- 
tions. He replied that as the naval ex- 
perts were in process of determining 
limitations he must wait until they 
had arrived at conclusions. 

“I shall be sorry to leave at an 
interesting moment in the conference,” 
continued M. Briand. “I left France

COURT DECISION AIDS 
CATTLE-DIPPING WORK. 


Constitutionality of the state law 
empowering boards ofecounty commis- 
sions to use county funds for ¢arrying 
on cattle dipping work for the eradica- 
tion of the cattle tick was upheld by 
the supreme court in a decision handed 
down Friday. The court ruled that 
the constitutional provision inhibiting 
the delegation by the legislature to any 
county the right to levy taxes for any 
purpose except those specified in arti- 
cle 7, of the constitution, is not offend- 
ed by an act authorizing the appropria- 
tion of funds for carrying on and aid- 
ing work of eradicating the cattle tick. 

The case was brought in Berrien 
county by B. F. Avera and others, who 
sought an injunction restraining the 
county commissioners from using coun- 
ty funds for this purpose. The judge 
in the lower court declined to grant 
the injunction, and his action was up- 
held by the supreme court in its de- 
cision,

College Park <ost one of its most 
prominent and beloved citizens Fri- 
day oe when Miss Bettie Chan- 
cellor, 87 years old, who iwas familiarly 
known as “Miss Bet,’ died at the 
home of her niece, Mrs. V. C. Mason, 
at College Park, following an illness 
of several weeks.

“Where there are conflicts between 
the state law and the federal law, our 
department, of course, will only con- 
cern itself with the state law enforce- 
ment,” Mr. Rhodes said. ‘*The hunt- 
ers will have to look out for the federal 
game wardens in respect to the en- 
forcement of the federal statutes.”’ 

The season already is open on some 
kinds of game, such as cat squirrels, 
woodcock and wood ducks. But on the 
= of the game the season. opens 
November 20, this date including 
quail, wild turkeys, plovers and fur- 
bearing animals, such ds ‘possums, 
coons, red and gray fox, beaver, mink 
and otter. Bear and wildcat may be 
killed at any time during the year. 

Must Have License. 


Hunters must provide themserfves 
With licenses in order to observe the 
law. County licenses are $1: state 
licenses $3, and non-resident licenses. 
$15. Licenses are on sale in Atlanta 
at leading sporting goods stores, and 
also can be purchased at the state de- 
partment of game and fish. 

Mr. Rhodes said the federal migra- 
tory bird act has been held constitu- 
tional by the United States supreme 
court, and he warns all hunters that 
possession of a state license will not 
protect them from prosecution by fed- 
eral wardens for violations. 

“The only safe course for the hunter 
to pursue is to comply with both state 
and federal Jaws,” Mr. Rhodes said.

Hope blazes high today. 

The great advance made since the 


opening of the conference for the 
limitation of armaments makes it dif- 
ficult to realize that the conference 
convened only a week ago. 

Secretary Hughes’ statement of the 
principle of the reduction of arm- 
aments, with the acceptance of this 
principle by‘the leading nations of the 
world, cleared the atmosphere like a 
flash of lightning. Faith of men in 
one another, which seemed likely to 
die in the miasma of doubt and cyni- 
eal distrust enshrouding the world, 
breathed and went to work again. 

The way out of the wilderness of 
fear, hate, suspidjon and preparation 
for war begins to appear. A great for- 
ward step—possibly the greatest in 
history—has been taken. 

But seemingly little things, the de- 
tails to be worked out, will determine 
how far we shall travel along the way 
to peace. One of these details, the 
control of the submarine, was men- 
tioned by Arthur Balfour in speak- 
ing for Great Britain and accepting 
the principle of armament reduction 
voiced by Secretary Hughes. 

Might Have Been. 

Pity. horror and righteous rage 
burn again at the memory of the lit- 
tle children dnd women lost in the 
Lusitania and the wounded going 
down in a wretched welter of death, 
in the hospital ship, torpedded on its 
way home.

Such facts will not be overlooked 
by those of the conference working on 
‘this detail. It is only one of the my- 
riad pressing upon these men, whom 
we believe God has called together in 
Washington to face the greatest op- 
portunity given to man’ sinee the 
resurrection of Christ. The magni- 
tude and meaning of the task should 
drive us to work and to prayer.
